This is an application to set aside the 
order for a capias made on the 4th Nov.

The grounds of 
the application tafcon by Mr. Bolyoa, coun- 
sel fin Jacobs, are, llrsl, that the statement 
of claim w in h has been served since tho 
| capias was issued does not include the 
other defendant, Morris Moss; secondly, 
that no order amending the writ of sum- 
ming (which writ was amended after a 
copy of the original writ had been served 
on the defendant Jacobs) was served on the 
defendant Jacobs ; third, that tho writ of 
capias isiiied in I his act ion was ngaii st the 
policy of the law, lhe contract being a 
toroien contract entered into abroad and 
between parties domiciled abroad. 

As regards the llrst objee'ion I do not 
consider thai any alteration made as to the 
part ies lo t he record aft or the writ of capias 
was issued, eand be used for the purpose 
of sellings aside the order on which the 
capias was grounded, unless the person 
eapiased is prejudicially affected by such 
alteration. 

As to the second objection: There is 
not hlllg in t he rules of pracl ice I hat render 
if incumbent on the plaintiff, who has 
amended his writ of summons by adding 
parlies, lo serve any defendant who has 
appeared to the original writ with the 
amendment. Rule 105 points out the prac- 
tice which the plaintiff appears to have 
followed. 

The third objection, however, is one of 
importance, and requires consideration. 
From the altidavits llled in the ease the 
plaintiff, a resident of Seattle, .State of 
Washington, entered into an agreement in 
writing with the defendant Jacobs, also a 
resident of t he Stale of VVoshinton, to pur- 
chase lhe catch of seals made by two 
American schooners during the season 
1889, and the defendant agreed to sell the 
catch and deliver the skins at Seattle. 

Tho first catch was duly delivered; on 
the return from the second voyage the 
schooner Mollie Adams, one of the schoon- 
ers mentioned in the agreement, instead of 
going to Seattlo with lhe catch of seal 
skins, entered Victoria harbor, and the 
skins were disposed of to Morris Moss. 

The plaintiff immeeiutoiy came over to 
Victoria and commenced un action for 
damages for breach of contract against the 
defendant Jacobs, who was, at that 
time resident here for a temporary pur- 
pose. The facts sworn to. show an attempted 
fraud on the pari of the defendant, whe 
basnet denied ail}" of the allegations made 
against him. 

.Mr. Helyei cited and relied upon the fol- 
lowing cases as authorities in support of 
his e, intent ion t hat it is against the policy 
of the law in contracts made between for- 
eigners in a foreign COUIll ryalld which con- 
tracts are lo be performed out of tho juris- 
diction of tho court, to permit proceedings 
in the nature of it capiasad respondendum 
1 is^ac.

be admitted that the colonies have a 
right to pursue that course with regard 
to the admission of immigrants which is 
most conducive to their own in- 
terests. Belf-preuervation, all grant, 
is the Grst law of nature. And 
if colonies have found by experience 
that the free admission of Chinese lab- 
orers is detrimental to their interests 
they cannot ho prevented from passing 
laws to restrict Chinese immigration. 
It is unfortunate that colonial interests 
and the policy of the Imperial Govern- 
meat should clash in this matter, hut the 
right of the colonies to do what they re- 
gard as best to secure their own wel- 
fare must not be questioned. 

It should be remembered, too, that 
this dislike to the free importation of 
Chinese is not confined to Canada. The 
dislike to them in Australia is far more 
intense than it is in this country, and 
the determination not to allow them a 
permanent foothold in the country 
stronger. In the United States China 
men are hardly tolerated, and there is 
the same dilliculty to make the foreign 
policy of the country square with do- 
mestic legislation as there is in the 
British Empire. There must he some 
reason for this universal antipathy to 
the Chinese and men of other races am 
nations. The Chinaman is not welcome 
anywhere. Wherever hesettlestho peopl 
of the country wish to get rid of him and 
to prevent others of his race coining 
join him. It is useless for a Government 
to contend against this feeling of hos 
tility to the Chinese. It would, there- 
i.ire, be folly for tho Dominion Govern 
nient, if it wished to do so, to attempt 
to favor Chinese immigration. Hut 
hits no desire to change the law. It 
does not propose "the abolition of tin 
Chinese restriction clause." The dan 
gcr whichit is proposed to discuss at the 
meeting to-night is one that does not 
exist.

IMPERIA L FED ERA TION. 



The meeting to bo held this eveninj 
in the city hall is to discuss " Tit 
proposed abolition of the Chines 
restriction clause." The conveners ot 
the meeting must have hud information 
which has been denied to the rest of the 
world. We have rend the newspapers 
very closely and we have not been able 
to find that any one proposes to abolish 
the Chinese restriction clause. The re- 
striction clause is part of the law of the 
land, and it cannot be repealed or "abol- 
ished" without the consent of a majority 
of the members of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment. But no one has expressed his in- 
tention to move for a repeal of that 
"clause." The measure to restrict 
Chinese immigration was passed at the 
request of the great majority of the peo- 
ple of this province. They have not 
changed their minus as to its necessity. 
The electors of British Columbia were, in 
this matter, backed up by the working- 
men's organizations in every part of the 
Dominion. There is not the faintest 
whisper anywhere that the working 
men of Canada have come to view with 
favor the unrestricted importation oi 
laborers from China. There is, in fact, 
nothing to lead any one to believe that 
the influences which caused the Govern- 
ment to adopt anil pass the Restriction 
Act are in any respect weaker or less 
active than they were four years ago. In 
point of fact they are stronger and more 
active. Neither is there any evidence 
to lead to the conclusion that 
the Government are in favor oi 
taking off the Chinese head tax. No 
member of the Government has inti- 
mated that such a measure was un i 
consideration. Un the contrary, mem- 
bers of the Government have authorized 
correspondents of newspapers to say 
that the Administration had not the 
remotest intention to recommend the 
repeal of the Restriction Act, .»nd there 
is good reason to believe that it would 
he impossible to get a majority of the 
members to vote for the measure if it 
was proposed to them. The labor vole 
is now a powerful factor in nearly all 
Dominion constituencies, and member) 
are scarcely stupid enough to throw i ; 
away for the sake of favoring the Chi 
nese, and tin: very few who wish to see 
the restriction on their importation re- 
moved. 

It has been said that a sentence or 
two in the speech which Mr. Dewdney 
delivered at the banquet given to him 
in this city meant that the removal of 
the bead tax was contemplated by the 
Government, But Mr. Dewdney has 
denied this very emphatically. What 
he said on the subject of cheap labor for 
this province were his personal opinions 
and had no reference whatever to the 
intentions or the policy of the Govern- 
ment, We can see no reason lor dis- 
believing Mr. Dewdney. It, is always 
right to accept u gentleman's explana- 
tion of his motives for making a state 
incut. When to his assertion that his 
general remarks at the banquet had 
no political significance is added the 
denial of the Government that any 
change in the law relating to Chinese 
immigration is contemplated, and when 

all the other facts and circumstances we 

have mentioned are considered, we can 
not see what grounds any one has for 
concluding that the "abolition of the 
Chinese Restriction clause" is proposed. 

D is said that the Imperial Govern- 
ment is not in favor of the laws enacted 
iu the colonies to restrict Chinese immi- 
gration. This we believe to he true. 
The Imperial Government wishes to be 
on good terms with the < ioverniiient of 
China. The trade between China, and 
Great Britain is very extensive and no 

doubt profitable to those engaged in it. 
The British Government, therefore, de- 
sires its relations with China shall be of 
the most friendly nature. It is no doubt 
difficult for the Chinese Government to 
understand the peculiar relations that 
exist between Great Britain and her 
colonies. They can not sec how the de- 
pendencies of (I rent Britain arc, as re- 
gard's the laws they enact, virtually in- 
dependent of Great Britain. They 
therefore hold the Mother Country re- 
sponsible for laws {jthat nre enacted in 
tho colonies -which they regard 08 Un- 
friendly to China; The act of Canada 
or Australia they regard, as the act of 
Groat Britain, and this is what makes 
the Imperial Government sensitive with 
respect to the munno;' in which the sub- 
jects of the Emperor of China arc treat- 
ed by the colonial governments. 

It must be admitted that the subject 
is a delicate anil a dlffloult one from the 
Imperial point of view, but it must also 



will never realize anything practical. 
But theso practical people may bo mis- 
taken. They often, are. What ap- 
pear* to them to-day mere midsummer 
madness they may live to hoc an ac- 
complished fact. This has happened 
before now and may again. 



Imperial Federation is still discusse 
in Croat Britain. It has many advo 
:ates aiming English statesmen, am 
those who favor it in the colonies 
(ciiera lly men of thought and reflection 
The scheme is a grand one, and one that 
has great attractions for men who desire 
to see Great Britain grow still greater. 
The wish to see Great Britain and her 
colonies bound together in one great 
federation, in which each member aids 
in the advancement of every other mem- 
ier and contributes what it can to the 
rreatness of the whole, is certainly 
patriotic, and the men who are doing 
their best to effect its realization are 
leserving of the respect of all true 
Britons. They may bo trying to do 
ivhat is impossible— to give substance 
to what must ever remain a splendid 
dream— but even this effort is an elevat- 
ing one, and one which, if it does not 
bring about the result hoped for, may 
■licet some other scarcely less valuable 
>r loss noble. And who knows whether 
! lie theory of the Imperial FederatioU- 
ists is an impracticable one or not? The 
.vorld is to-day in a very different posi- 
tion to that in which it was at any 
former period of its history. It has for 
ill practical purposes grown very much 
nnaller. For the purpose of conveying 
intelligence space has almost been an- 
nihilated, and for the purposes of loco- 
motion distances have been very greatly 
diminished. Unions which fifty years 
ago it would be folly to talk about are 
now practicable. Canada is to-day 
really nearer to Condon than 
the Highlands of Scotland were 
in the time of our grandfathers, 
and a voyage around the world now 
takes very little more time than a trip 
across the Atlantic then did. It is easy 
to see that by those altered conditions 
combinations, national and political, ate 
very greatly facilitated. 

It is much more pleasant to think of 
Great Britain with her dependencies 
forming one great nation than to pic- 
ture it as divided into a hundred frag- 
ments, encli nominally independent and 
really insignificant. This, pessimists 
■lay, is the condition to which the British 
Empire is hastening, They say that it 
has arrived at the zenith of its great- 
ness and its decadence has already be- 
gun. Imperial Federationists deny this, 
t'hoy say, and with a great deal of 
truth, that Great Britain and her colo- 
nics were never so closely united as they 
ire to day. They are, without a single 
exception, proud of their connection 
with Great Britain. They have no 
grievances to complain of. The treat- 
ment they receive is not only liberal but 
generous, and they regard the Mother 
Country with almost filial tenderness. 
Will not the policy which has brought 
about this state of things, if continued, 
draw them still closer together and in- 
crease the regard they Iced for each 
other? Without doubt the colonies 
with the Mother Country are .stronger 
and more respected than they would he 
if they Were separated from her, and 
ilreut Britain with her colonies is a 
mole powerful nation ami takes a higher 
place in the world than if the bond which 
connects her with them were severed. 
Is it not wise then for both 
the Colonies and tho Mother Country to 
become still more closely united ? Will 
not the strength which union creates 
malic them both greater J 

But how is this union to be brought 
iboiit? This is a question which no 
■ me is as yet able to answer. The Fed- 
erationists are eloquent and forcible 
when they ileal with generalities, but 
when they are asked to be definite, to 
descend to details, they hesitate and 
ire silent. Some of them say that this 
is best. Let the idea of union take 
Hrm hold. Let the people in all parts 
of the Empire gel to desire union and 
the problem will work itself out. 
" Rome was not built in a day," thuy 
say, "neither will the Imperial Feder- 
ition." Nations develop slowly, and 

let Groat Britain and her dependencies 

opoe get on the road to Union and they 
will be certain to find their way there in 
good time. 

There is much to be gained by 
this policy of patience, and perhaps it is 
I he onlVjvtfWjoy i-» he pursued ill this 
ease at ilifs' .time. The good sceM must 
have |iuW»to germinate, and unfiling 
will be gained by atttcmpts to hasten the 
natural process. But men arc im- 
patient; they Wttht to sec immediate 
results or to he shown exactly how 
those results are to be obtained; and 
since the imperial Federal ionists can- 
not and will not do this, they are set 
down hy many as mere visionaries who 



GRAND OLD MEN. 

These iiro the days of grand old men. 
One grand old man is working as vigor- 
ously, as hopefully, and with as much 
pirit as if he were forty years younger. 
He is not afruid of toil, and he st ill does 
his devoir in tho political battlefield 
manfully and effectively. lie docs not 
hesitate to meet the most vigorous of 
his opponents, and none but the very best 
men stand any chance in an encounter 
with him. (Hailstone is truly a wonder- 
ful old man, 

There is another grand old man of a 
different sort. He is not a fighter, but 
he is an indefatigable worker. The 
weight of his eighty-one years does not 
prevent his taking a lively interest in 
all that is going on around him. His 
brain has not hardened, neither have 
Ills sympathies dried up. Cardinal 
Manning's mind is as active as that of 
any young man, and he is not yet weary 
of well doing. We saw the other day 
when tho wheels of commerce in the 
greatest commercial city in the world 
were almost blocked by one of the 
greatest strikes that the world has ever 
seen, that Cardinal Manning was fore- 
most among the peacemakers. The 
place of mediator was accorded him by 
common consent. Both the contending 
parties believed that this venerabl 
churchman, whose creed was not theirs 
would do what was fair between man 
and man. That the strike did not end 
in violence and the loss of property of 
almost incalculable value, is in a great 
measure, owing to the energy and the 
self-sacrificing exertions of this grand 
and good old man. 

We find that he was not exhausted by 
his efforts to make peace between the 
strikers and their employers, for a very 
short time afterwards Cardinal Man- 
ning took an active part in the proceed- 
ings of a meeting of the London Branch 
of the Imperial Federation League. He 
bowed there that a very old man could 
aid in furthering a very young move- 
ment, and that an eminent ecclesiastic 
of the Church of Rome could be a zeal- 
ously patriotic Englishman. The Car- 
dinal made a spirited speech at that 
meeting, in which he expressed the 
!iopc that the expansion ef England 
would never go back. There are many 
other grand old men in Great Britain, 
but these two, Cardinal Manning and 
W. E. Gladstone, prove that the Brit- 
ish raco has not degenerated intellect- 
ually or physically. These two eminent 
octogenarians arc still young in spirit 
mil intellect, and accomplish work that 
much younger men would regard as 
arduous.

The howling of tho wind, which adds » 
much to tho realism of a scene sometimes, is 
produce*', by o very simple contrivance, con- 
sisting if two cvjvjela and a string. Ths 
string forms a "belt" connecting tho two 
whoeuj, I'.nd wlien they (tfo turned hums, the 
sound rising or railing in pitch as tho wheels 
uru turned more or less rapidly. 

An equally simple arrangement provides 
tho lightning of the stage. Through the 
flamo of it candla is thrown a pinch of pow- 
dor or magnesium, the flash producing the 
desired etreet. Since tho introduction of 
electric lights into theatres, however, an 
electrical apparatus has, in some instances, 
superseded the old method. 

Nor has the use of electricity in theat- 
rical representations stopped with lightning. 
In soma of tho great productions like those of 
the Kij-alfys, in which largo bodies of 'uen 
and women are needed in marches and other 
spectacular effects, electric signals are used 
governing tho progress and halt of tho pro- 
cessions, and oven furnishing tho cues to the 
actors niul actresses who go on in individual 
parts, thus taking the place of the old time 
call boy Electrlo footlights, etc., have long 
since censed to bo a novelty, their only dis- 
advantage being the impossibility of furnish- 
ing "half lights," as electric lamps cannot be 
dimmed without being ontirely extinguished. 
To offset this fact, however, is the lessening 
of danger of lire. In this respect electricity, 
as a means of theatre lighting, undoubtedly 
possesses great advantage over gas. 

Tho possibility of (Ire, caused by the in- 
flammable nature of tho sconery, etc., with 
which a stage is filled, has always been the 
greatest of all tho ovils that drive sleep away 
from managerial eyelids. In some cities 
. ordinances are in offect which compel the 
presence of a fireman, provided with ready 
attached hose, at each performance, and 
great precautions in tho way of glokular 
wire screens for gas jets, etc., must n«m 
sarily be taken. Among other means to pre- 
vent the entrance of tho tire fiend into the- 
atres is "fireproof paint," a coat being ap- 
plied to scenery, walls and such of the "prop- 
erties" as can stand it. 

Asbestos and iron curtains are coming into 
general use, too, in the larger play houses, 
where they can bu lowered in front of tho 
regular drop In ease of an emergency. Such 
an arrangement, it is said, would prevent the 
spread of a lire from thu stage to the audi- 
torium or vice versa, and might, in the 
former circumstance, prevent a panic in the 
audience. As most of tho people killed in all 
the great theatre fires have died in the panic 
following the discovery of the flames, this is 
au Important consideration. 

Wooden Overcoat* 
In this Inventive ago i—v. uses of common 
things are continually being discussed. When 
car wheels ar* made of paper, and paper is 
made of wood, it is impossible to predict what 
will bo pone next. It was in what we already 
begin to think of as "old times," however— 
twenty-live years ago— that tho wooden over- 
coat was invented; during what is still called 
"the war." 

According to the historians of the Flfty- 
llrst Pennsylvania regiment, Col. Ilartranft 
—Afterward Governor Ilartranft — made use 
of it, although it is not clear that he was the 
actual inventor of it. 

Its construction was simple, and, as will be 
seen, it was not Intended for comfort but for 
discipline. It consisted of a barrel with the 
bead knocked out, and a hole cut in tho bot- 
tom big enough for a man's head to pass 
through. 

One day a soldier bad been guilty of break- 
ing guard and going off to town, and on get- 
ting bnck was arretted and put into an 
"overcoat"— that is to sny, a barrel prepared 
in this manner was slipped over his head, und 
he was compelled for a certain time to wear 
it. 

Pretty soon ono of his comrades came 
along, eating an apple. 

"Give me one," said the man In the barrel. 

But when the other man offered him one, a 
difficulty arose. The prisoner's arms were 
not so long as the barrel, and were under it.

TRIED AND NOT FOUND WANT- 
ING. 

The ?*ew MerryweutbiT Engine Proves a 
Complete Success. 

At '2. o'clock yesterday afternoon ft 
public tost of the new Merryweivther 
steam lire engiuo recently purchased by 
the corporation for $5,000, was made at 
the corner of Yates and Douglas sireets, 
in the presence of the mayor and lire 
wardens and a large number of inter- 
ested citizens'. 

Fire was started under cold water in 
the new engine, which has been chris- 
tened "John Grant" in honor of the 
mayor, at '1 o'clock sharp, and n pres- 
sure of 10 pounds of steam was shown in 
5 minutes 10 seconds. Twenty pounds 
was registered in 0. 1*2; forty pounds in 
7.1 ; sixty pounds in 8 mill. ; eighty in 
S.'JT, and one hundred in 9.15. 

Four heavy streams were first thrown, 
the engine working smoothly ami show- 
ing itself to be a powerful machine, 
Then a single stream was thrown easily 
at least twenty feet higher than the top 
of the Clarence Hotel flagstaff. Force 
with different nozzles being meas- 
ured was found to ue Id I 
feet on an inch - and- a - half 
stream; 1,'tl feet with a one-inch nozzle, 
and 171-1 feet with one ljj inches in diam- 
eter. All the tests were nuule against 
the wind, which was blowing freely. 

The new engine is a light coal burner, 
and works perfectly, despite thu fact 
that a little stiffness at lirst is to he ex- 
pected in the running of any new ma- 
chine. 

After a most satisfactory exhibition 
had been given by the "John (Irani," 
the old "Deluge" steamer, manufactured 
also by the Merry weather linn, and in 
constant service for the past twenty 
years, was brought out and its power 
tried. .Streams were also thrown from 
the hydrant, and were found to be fully 
as powerful as those from t hn old 
steamer. 

o,. tiia conclusion ol the test the 
"John Grant" was duly christened, and 
both engines were returned to thu sta- 
tion. 

The other valuable addition to the 
lire apparatus, the .1'Irial truck, arrived 
last evening, and its use will be illustrat- 
ed by the special agent of the makers, 
Mr. Jenkins, on Tuesday next. Tin 
truck was built by the Preston Manu- 
facturing Co., of Chicago, and was pur- 
chased by the city through T. Muollroy, 
Jr., & Co., of Toronto, for $4,400. 
Every part is of steel, the whole weigh 
ing four tons. The ladders reach to i 
height of 70 feet, and the equipment 
with hooks, etc., is first class. As s 
as the new addition to the City Mull is 
completed the truck will be stationed 
there. 



"JANE BYRE." 

BiMMitlfiilly Eendered at The Victoria by 
Miss Charlotte Thompson. 

"Jane Eyre" was performed last night 
at The Victoria by Miss Cluirlott 
Thompson and her company before 
large audience.

-My son fullilled his 
"nty by going to the house in Superior 
street as be feared he might be too late 
to reach the ollice, and telling two of 
this cabmen ami also two other gentle- 
men that Mr. Hutcheson was to take 
the funeral, and 1 went as usual to my 
bible class, perfectly satisfied that all 
was well, for 1 knew that Mr. hlutche- 
son would he waiting for the cab when 
it called. Later in llie day Mr. Hut- 
cheson imformed me that no cab bad 
come for him, and 1 certainly would 
have called on the widow to 
linil out the reason, but unfortun- 
ately I was compelled to leave for 
the mainland on Sunday night and only 
inied homo last night. There are 
two or three facts that 1 wish to empha- 
size in connection with this funeral, 
oil may prevent such mistakes in 
ire. Tlie above case is the only in- 
lets since I came to Victoria in which 
this undertaker lias not had a personal 
interview with mis with regard to the 
funeral arrangements If Mr. Storey 
had seen 1110 personally no mis- 
take could have occurred. Further 
every other instance in which a funeral 
has taken place on Sunday tins hour bus 
been lixed at four o'clock, so thai i was 
able to attend, though 1 wish it clearly 
understood thai I highly disapprove of 
Sunday funerals, except in urgent eases. 
And, lastly, there were some at the 
funeral who knew, or ought to have 
known, where I was to be found and in 
live minutes they might have made me 
aware of the mistake, and I would have 
left my class and attended the funeral.
